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In late September 1949 all the residents of Hwado Island (127-34, 39-44) 
were evacuated trom their homes and the Island, and ordinary traffic on 
the isl-nd and in the adjacent waters was prohibited. The island harbor 
is used as anchorage for Soviet naval vessels anf a gun base is under con 
atruction in a neighboring area. The seas around the iglené are used as 
torvedo tarzet areas for Soviet submarines, which are based on the island. 


On 25 October 1°49, one Soviet cruiser, one Soviet destroyer, and one Soviet 
troop transvort arrived in Chongjin (129-49, 41-46). Avorexirately three 
thoust‘id troongs were disembarked at Chongjin and an additional 1,700 at Najia 
(130-15, 42-10). the troops were to 
vatrol and munard the areas of Chongjin, Najin, and Wonsan 127-26, 39-10) .* 
Some of the troovs, hovever, were vresent only for manoeuvrea and did not ex- 
yect to remain.
